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Chavez says Gaddafi 
officials in Venezuela 



CARACAS ,Venezuela - A 
delegation of Libyan officials is 
in Venezuela to discuss possible 
peaceful solutions to the war in 
the North African country, 
Venezuela’s President Hugo 
Chavez said Tuesday. 

A vocal opponent of military 
action by Western govern¬ 
ments, Chavez is also a close 
ally of Libyan leader Muammar 
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Gaddafi and has proposed talks 
between rebels and the govern¬ 
ment. 

’’Who gave them the right to 
do this, it's crazy," Chavez said 
of NATO military strikes. "Be¬ 
cause they don't like the leader 
Gaddafi, because they want to 
take Libya's oil and water ... 
they are chucking bombs 
everywhere." 

"We are dedicated to finding 
a political solution to the drama 
being lived by the Libyan peo¬ 
ple. A delegation sent by 
Gaddafi has arrived in 
Venezuela and we are seeking a 
peaceful outcome," Chavez 
said during a speech to workers. 

He did not give details of 
which officials traveled with 
the delegation. 

Last month, Chavez pro¬ 
posed a international commis¬ 
sion visit Libya to seek 
negotiations between rebels and 
the government, but the idea 
did not gain traction and was re- 
jected by Gaddafi's son Seif al- 
Islam. 

Venezuela has been men¬ 
tioned as a possible safe-haven 
for Gaddafi if he ever flees his 
own country, but Chavez offi¬ 
cials have denied that option is 
being considered. 

The African Union is also 
seeking a non-military solution 
to the violence in Libya that 
calls for an immediate cessation 
of hostilities followed by a tran¬ 
sitional period and political di¬ 
alogue. 


Syria deploys troops as UN 
meeting urged 



DAMASCUS (AFP) - Syria 
bolstered its troops Tues- 
daynight in the flashpoint 
town of Daraa as a rights 
group appealed for UN inter¬ 
vention in a bloody crackdown 
it said has killed 400 people 
since mid-March. 

As the Daraa crackdown 
raged into a second day, 
Britain said it was working 
with its partners to send a 
"strong signal" to Damascus 
while France and Italy de¬ 
nounced the "unacceptable" 
situation in Syria. 

Washington ordered non- 
essential embassy staff to leave 
Syria, which has been shaken 
by six weeks of protests 
against President Bashar al- 
Assad's autocratic rule. 

And UN rights chief Navi 
Pillav was invited to visit 


Damascus, a spokesman said, 
urging authorities to probe the 
killing of protesters. 

Security forces firing live 
rounds and tear gas have killed 
at least 400 people since 
March 15, activists say, includ¬ 
ing 25 on Monday alone in 
Daraa, while scores have been 
arrested. 

"Syrian security forces fired 
on unarmed protesters killing 
400 people at least since the 
revolution was launched in 
March," the Syrian Human 
Rights Organisation (Swasiah) 
said in a statement. 

"This barbaric behaviour is 
aimed at keeping the regime in 
place at the expense of civil¬ 
ians who are killed... The (UN) 
Security Council must con¬ 
vene rapidly to stop the blood¬ 
shed... " it said. 


Activist Abdullah Abazid 
told AFP by telephone from 
Daraa that "new army troops 
and security reinforcements 
have entered" Daraa on Tues¬ 
day. 

Troops were firing on resi¬ 
dents and a mosque and had 
laid siege to the home of top 
Muslim cleric, Mufti Rizk Ab- 
dulrahman Abazeid, who quit 
last week in protest at the 
crackdown. 

On Monday, 3,000-5,000 
Syrian troops backed by tanks 
and snipers rolled into the 
southern town, residents and 
Abazid said. 

Further north in the protest 
hub of Banias, thousands took 
to the streets chanting "free¬ 
dom, freedom," amid reports 
that an assault was imminent.

A project contracted to 
Bouldin & Lawson for a re¬ 
cycling plant by the former 
government has proven a dis¬ 
mal failure, and the current 
Minister of Environment, 
Benny Sievinger, in a public 
Parliamentary meeting, 
claimed the company’s ex¬ 
planations for this failure are 
ridiculous. The contract pre¬ 
sented B&L by the former 
government met with staunch 
disapproval by engineers, the 
Judicial Department of the 
government and several other 
institutions, but these were 
ignored. 

Minister Sevinger ex¬ 
plained that according to 
what he was told, and by 
what has been submitted in 
writing, the solution for 
Aruba’s waste is not in a ma¬ 
chine which has not been 
proven technologically 
sound. Sievinger exclaimed 
he is “highly irritated” be¬ 
cause it appears that after 
B&L had acquired with mil¬ 
lions of Arubian florins, they 
are now claiming that there 
were many factors which ac¬ 
counted for the failure of the 
plant. Their excuses include 
there was no money for the 
purchase of diesel, the staff 
was inadequate, and they 
cannot maintain the plant. 
“These claims,” says 


Sievinger, “are simply ridicu¬ 
lous. The reasons being: B & 
L trained all employees, sup¬ 
posedly taught them every- 


WASHINGTON, (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama wel¬ 
comed Abu Dhabi crown 
prince Sheikh Mohammed bin 
Zayed al-Nahayan to the 
White House Tuesday for 
closed door talks on security in 
the volatile Middle East. 

The meeting, in the Oval 
Office, was closed to journal¬ 
ists and the two leaders made 
no public remarks, though 
photographers were allowed 
into the room for a few sec¬ 
onds to see the crown prince 
and the president talking qui¬ 
etly. 

The UAE, a key US strate¬ 
gic and export partner, and 
Qatar were the only Arab 
states to send warplanes for 
operations over Libya, where 
strongman Moamer Kadhaffs 
forces are battling Western- 
backed rebels. 

The emir of Qatar was also 
granted a meeting with Obama 
in the Oval Office this month. 

Obama has been discussing 
the turmoil throughout the 
Middle East and the Arab 
world — a dominant US for¬ 
eign policy interest — in all his

Global governing bodies have 
been established to control and 
combat money laundering, 
particularly for the purpose of 
financing terrorist organiza¬ 
tions. An expert in due dili¬ 
gence and compliance with 
global recommendations of the 
Financial Action Task Force 
and its Caribbean counterpart, 
(CFATF) Kathalin Carvelho, 
was vacationing on Aruba over 
Easter and happy to discuss the 
situation. Her field of expertise 
is training individual busi¬ 
nesses and banking executives 
and employees to be more con¬ 
scientious in controlling the re¬ 
circulation of “dirty” money, 
obtained through a variety of 
means, usually associated with 
illigal substances or arms 
smuggling. 

AML/CTF (Anti Money 
Laundering/Combating Terror¬ 
ism Financing) accords have 
been agreed to by a large num¬ 
ber of nations, including 
Aruba, on legislative levels, 
with the required laws crimi¬ 
nalizing money laundering 
being passed. This will force 
financial institutions operating 
in the country to be more dili¬ 
gent in investigating and re¬ 
porting the sources of large 
deposits and sharing informa¬ 
tion. However, many of those 
conducting business are not 
equipped to detect subtle 
means of money laundering, 
and there are still several coun¬ 
tries that are not enforcing the 
laws they have put in place. 
Ms. Carvelho’s company, 
Compliance Solutions Con¬ 
sultants, co-founded with 
Michelle Martin of Antigua, 
conducts workshops to train 
companies and individuals in 
investigative techniques and 
performing due diligence re¬ 
garding suspicious funds. In¬ 
stitutions which are assisting in 
money laundering, even un¬ 
knowingly, may be libel under 
local and international laws, 
particularly if funds are being 


channeled towards terrorist 
groups. 

Financial Action Task Force 
(FATF) and CFATF are inter¬ 
governmental bodies whose 
purpose is the development 
and promotion of policies, 
both at national and interna¬ 
tional levels, to combat money 
laundering and terrorist financ¬ 
ing. The Task Force is there¬ 
fore a "policy-making body" 
which works to generate the 
necessary political will to 
bring about national legislative 
and regulatory reforms in these 
areas. 

Kathalin has over 10 years 
of experience working in the 
areas of BSA/AML, OFAC, 
regulatory compliance and 
criminal investigations with 
governmental and non-govern¬ 
mental domestic and interna¬ 
tional financial institutions. 
She is a Certified Anti-Money 
Laundering Specialist 

(CAMS) fluent in both English 
and Spanish.

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Sony challenges iPad in tablet war 


Sci-Tech 

Plastic, heal thyself: 
scientists invent 
smart polymers 



PARIS (AFP) - Scientists on 
Thursday unveiled a new 
kind of plastic that can repair 
itself when exposed to ordi¬ 
nary light. 

The miracle material 
could extend the lifetime and 
improve the durability of 
dozens of polymer-based 
products, ranging from com¬ 
mon household items such a 
bags and storage bins to inner 
tyres and expensive medical 
equipment, the researchers 
said. 

A polymer is a large mol¬ 
ecule, or macromolecule, 
made up of identical struc¬ 
tural units linked through 
chemical bonds forged when 
atoms share electrons. 

Tough, rubbery plastics 
are today found in thousands 
of consumer goods, but the 
materials used are highly vul¬ 
nerable to damage caused by 
scratches, cuts and punctures. 

Landfills are full of plastic 
objects discarded because 
they broke, cracked or 
leaked, sometimes causing 
safety hazards. 

Most approaches to heal- 
able polymer-based materials 
require heating damaged 
areas and applying patches. 

Scientists led by Christoph 
Weder of Case Western Re¬ 
serve University in Cleve¬ 
land, Ohio took another tack, 
creating a self-healing rub¬ 
bery material containing 
metal that absorbs ultraviolet 
light and converts it into lo¬ 
calized heat. 

n What we have developed 
is essentially a new plastic 
material composed of very 
small chains that stick to¬ 
gether and assemble into 
much larger chains,” said co¬ 


author Stuart Rowan, also of 
Case Western. 

”But what we have de¬ 
signed into the molecule is 
the ability to disassemble on 
exposure to light. When it 
disassembles the material 
flows into the crag and the 
system gets healed.” 

The study, published in 
Nature, shows that using light 
in this way has advantages 
over direct heating, such as 
pinpoint targeting of the dam¬ 
aged area, and repairing ob¬ 
jects that are still carrying a 
stress load. 

Smart materials with an 
in-built ability to repair dam¬ 
age caused by normal wear- 
and-tear could prove useful in 
transportation, construction, 
packaging and many other 
applications, the researchers 
said. 

”Healable polymers offer 
an alternative to the damage- 
and-discard cycle, and repre¬ 
sent a first step in the 
development of polymeric 
materials that have much 
greater lifespans than cur¬ 
rently available,” Nancy Sot- 
tos and Jeffrey Moore, 
researchers at the University 
of Illinois, said in a compan¬ 
ion commentary. 

But several hurdles remain 
before the proof-of-concept 
study can be translated into 
industrial-scale production, 
they said. 

Many polymers are plas¬ 
tics, but other natural and 
synthetic materials also fall 
into the same category. 

Synthetic polymers in¬ 
clude artificial rubber, neo¬ 
prene, nylon, PVC, 
polystyrene, polyethylene 
and silicone. 


TOKYO (AFP) - Japanese 
electronics and entertainment 
giant Sony on Tuesday un¬ 
veiled its first tablet comput¬ 
ers, codenamed SI and S2, in 
a direct but belated challenge 
to Apple's iPad. 

The larger "Sony Tablet" 
S1 has a single screen while 
the pocketable S2 has twin 
screens, company officials 
told a news conference, with 
both devices using Google's 
Android operating system 
and equipped with Wi-Fi for 
Internet access. 

Competitors have rushed 
to cash in on soaring demand 
for tablets since the iPad was 
released in April last year, but 
Sony's devices are not due to 
go on sale globally until the 
northern hemisphere autumn, 
well behind its rivals. 

Research in Motion is the 
latest to join the fray, with the 
release last week of its Black¬ 
berry PlayBook. 

Sony said earlier this year 
it planned to be the number- 
two tablet maker by 2012 but 
until now had given little in¬ 
dication of how it intended to 
compete in a market already 
dominated by the iPad. 

Samsung's Galaxy Tab is 
the best-selling rival to the 
Apple gadget but technology 


research com¬ 
pany Gartner 
says iPad will 
keep its crown 
for the next 
few years de¬ 
spite competi¬ 
tion in an 
expanding 
market that 
has eaten into 
PC sales. 

The iPad 
accounted for 
83.9 percent 
of the total 
17.6 million 
tablets sold in 
2010, accord¬ 
ing to Gartner, 
which pre¬ 
dicts worldwide tablet sales 
will soar to 294.3 million in 
2015. 

Unveiling its first tablets, 
Sony said they would have 
access to online content to 
buy and download videos, 
music, digital books and 
other entertainment and be 
compatible with existing 
PlayStation games. 

"Developers generally 
tend to add lots of features, 
but we mostly thought about 
what the user really wants 
and needs," Sony official Ku- 
nimasa Suzuki said. 

The SI looks like a direct 
competitor to the iPad, with a 
9.4 inch (24 centimetre) 
screen, and front and rear 
cameras while the clamshell 
S2 recalls Nintendo's DS 
portable console but with 
dual 5.5 inch colour touch¬ 


screens. 

"This design is particu¬ 
larly relevant for reading dig¬ 
ital books whose content is 
displayed on screen as two 
pages side-by side,” Suzuki 
said. 

Both screens can be used 
together as a single large 
screen or for playing games 
on one and displaying control 
buttons on the other. 

The SI can also work as a 
universal remote to control 
audio-visual equipment or 
send content to television 
screens or music to wireless 
speakers, Sony said. 

The two devices use 
Google's Android 3.0 operat¬ 
ing system, known as Honey¬ 
comb, which is optimised for 
devices with larger screen 
sizes. 

"I'm excited about 'Sony 
Tablet' as it will further spur 
the development of applica¬ 
tions and network offerings, 
which users are looking for,” 
said Andy Rubin, senior vice 
president of Google's mobile 
division.

Pregnant and 
Stressed! 


May Mean 
Offspring Who 
Misbehave 

— Women who experience 
repeated stressful events 
while pregnant are more 
likely to have children with 
behavioral problems, a new 
study suggests. 

Dr. Monique Robinson, a 
psychologist at the Telethon 
Institute for Child Health Re¬ 
search in Perth, Australia, 
and the study’s lead author, 
said that previous research 
had shown a link between 
stress during pregnancy and 
behavior problems in chil¬ 
dren but that the new study 
took that further by examin¬ 
ing the timing, amount and 
kinds of stressful events that 
lead to such problems. She 
and her colleagues analyzed 
data from nearly 3,000 preg¬ 
nant women who reported 
stressful events at 18 and 34 
weeks of pregnancy. Of those 
women, about 37 percent re¬ 
ported two or more stress 
events and nearly 8 percent 
reported six or more. 

Money and relationship 
problems, job loss, issues 
with other children, a diffi¬ 
cult pregnancy and a death in 
the family were among the 
stressful events cited by the 
women. 

The behavior of the 
women’s children was as¬ 
sessed at ages 2, 5, 8, 10 and 
14 years. 

"What we have found is 
that it is the overall number 
of stresses that is most re¬ 
lated to child behavior out¬ 
comes," Robinson said. 

The actual type of stress 
experienced was found to be 
less important than the num¬ 
ber of stressful events. 
Whether the stresses oc¬ 
curred early or late in preg¬ 
nancy did not influence risk, 
the study reported. 
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Power windows 
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Tai chi can be boost for heart patients;study 



- People with chronic heart 
failure may be able to boost 
their quality of life by doing 
tai chi, the ancient Chinese 
exercise regimen, a US study 
suggested. 

Two group sessions of one 
hour each per week were 
enough to show significant 
improvements in mood and 
confidence, said study. 

The study compared 50 US 


heart patients who enrolled in 
tai chi classes — to 50 who 
took classroom study in heart 
education. 

Physical responses were 
similar in both groups, but 
those who did tai chi showed 
’’ significant" improvements 
according to their answers in 
a questionnaire to assess their 
emotional state. 

The tai chi group also re¬ 


ported better "exercise self-ef¬ 
ficacy (confidence to perform 
certain exercise-related activ¬ 
ities), with increased daily ac¬ 
tivity, and related feelings of 
well-being compared with the 
education group," said the 
study. 

"Tai chi is safe and has a 
good rate of adherence and 
may provide value in improv¬ 
ing daily exercise, quality of 


life, self-efficacy and mood in 
frail, deconditioned patients 
with systolic heart failure," 
said Gloria Yeh of Beth Israel 
Deaconess Medical Center. 

Previous studies have sug¬ 
gested tai chi, which involves 
slow, circular movements and 
balance-shifting exercises, 
may be helpful to people who 
suffer from high blood pres¬ 
sure, fibromyalgia and stress.

Facebook joins online discount deals race 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Facebook began offering a deals pro¬ 
gram on Tuesday similar to the online bargains made popular by 
Groupon, LivingSocial and other companies. 

Deals on Facebook are initially only available in five US cities 
— Atlanta, Austin, Dallas, San Diego, and San Francisco — but 
the social network said it hopes to extend the feature to other 
cities in the future. 

The move is the latest bid by the Palo Alto, California-based so¬ 
cial network to expand its revenue stream beyond advertising 
and an attempt to carve out a niche in the rapidly growing online 
bargain space. Google is currently testing its own online coupon 
program, Google Offers, in Portland, Oregon. 

While many of the offers on Groupon involve solo activities or 
purchases, Facebook, which has more than 500 million mem¬ 
bers, said its deals program will emphasize group activities. 

Venezuela's minimum wage to rise 25%: 
Chavez 

CARACAS (AFP) - Venezuela’s firebrand leftist President Hugo 
Chavez plans to raise the minimum wage by 25 percent from 
$285 per month under a two-part plan to begin May 1. 

But even after the increase, the minimum wage will still remain 
below the country's high rate of inflation, the biggest in the re¬ 
gion. From March 2010 to March 2011 alone, prices rose an av¬ 
erage of 27.4 percent. 

Starting next month, Venezuela's minimum wage will rise to 
$328 per month before increasing further to $360, according to 
an announcement this week. 

Venezuela's has set strict controls over the exchange rate since 
2003. A dollar is currently worth 4.3 bolivars, but the hard cur¬ 
rency provided by the government is not satisfying the demand 
of this powerful oil power that imports most of the products it 
consumes. The country therefore has a parallel dollar market, 
which causes the prices of many products to rise. 

France to probe Euro Disney after injuries 
on kids' ride 

MEAUX, (AFP) - French prosecutors said Tuesday they have 
launched a probe of Euro Disney after five people were hurt 
when a ride malfunctioned at the Disneyland attraction park near 
Paris. The five, passengers on the "Mine Train", were injured 
when a part manufactured of fibre glass and wood fell onto the 
train track, and crashed onto a wagon with 25 occupants. 

One of the passengers, a 38-year-old man, was struck in the head 
and was admitted to hospital with serious injuries, said a source 
close to the investigation. Four other people suffered less serious 
injuries. The prosecution services of Meaux, east of Paris, said 
they will investigate charges of "involuntary injury" against Euro 
Disney. The "Mine Train" was closed on Tuesday. 
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Oil prices mixed on eve 
of Fed policy decision 


NEW YORK, Crude oil prices 
closed mixed Tuesday in cau¬ 
tious trade as investors awaited 
the outcome of a key US cen¬ 
tral bank meeting and Arab tur¬ 
moil kept supply worries in 
focus. 

New York's main futures 
contract, light sweet crude for 
June, fell seven cents to close 
at $112.21 a barrel. 

The benchmark West Texas 
Intermediate contract had 
drifted in and out of positive 
territory throughout the wait- 
and-see session. 

In London, Brent North Sea 
crude for delivery in June rose 
48 cents to settle at $124.14 a 
barrel as trading resumed after 
a four-day Easter holiday 
weekend. 

"Oil bounced from earlier 
losses on Tuesday on low trad¬ 
ing volumes as some investors 
took advantage of the dip to 


buy, though gains were limited 
ahead of a closely watched US 
Federal Reserve policy meet¬ 
ing," said Robert Brusca at 
FAO Economics. 

A weaker dollar helped to 
support demand as dollar- 
priced oil lured buyers using 
stronger currencies. 

Traders were focused on 
Wednesday's conclusion of a 
two-day meeting of the central 
bank's Federal Open Market 
Committee. 

The FOMC policymakers 
are widely expected to main¬ 
tain ultra-low interest rates in 
a bid to support a weak eco¬ 
nomic recovery plagued by 
high unemployment. 

Many experts predict the 
FOMC post-meeting statement 
will show no change in plans 
to end a $600 billion bond pur¬ 
chasing program, known as 
quantitative easing, in June. 


"Participants in all markets 
will be looking at the conclu¬ 
sion of tomorrow's Fed meet¬ 
ing to see if a directional cue 
can be divined," said Mike 
Fitzpatrick at Kilduff Report. 

"Without the help of rising 
interest rates the dollar will 
stay pressured and as a conse¬ 
quence help buoy oil prices, 
which already have plenty of 
help from potential supply 
threats emanating from any of 
a half-dozen flash points," he 
said. 

All eyes also will be on Fed 
chairman Ben Bemanke's first 
post-FOMC press conference, 
the first for any Fed chairman. 

"If the comments suggest 
that monetary policy will not 
be tightened, then commodi¬ 
ties may experience higher 
prices," said analyst Brenda 
Sullivan at the Sucden Finan¬ 
cial brokerage in London. 


Russia running out of easy oil: 
state study 


MOSCOW (AFP) - An omi¬ 
nous Russian state study 
warned the government that it 
faced a light crude oil shortage 
that meant it could only sustain 
its world-topping production 
rates for another 15 years. 

The annual ministry of nat¬ 
ural resources survey painted a 
bleak Russian energy picture 
that also pointed to problems in 
future export rates of natural 
gas - the domain of its largest 
and most important company 
Gazprom. 

But most of the problems 
focused on oil and its deterio¬ 
rating and diminishing quality 
in Russia's Soviet-era wells. 

The detailed study said Rus¬ 
sia was tapping its existing 
light crude reserves in western 
Siberia at alarming rates while 
failing to replace them with 
new finds in regions that sit 
further away from the indus¬ 
trial heartland. 

The ministry concluded that 
oil quality was deteriorating 
steadily as a result and Russia 
could only sustain current an¬ 
nual production rates of 500 
million tonnes for another 13 to 
15 years. 

"Russia has less than 30 


percent of oil that 'flows' — the 
remaining 70 percent is very 
heavy, viscous and hard-to-re- 
cover," said the survey while 
pointing to some western 
Siberian fields that stood more 
than two-thirds empty. 

It added that most of the 
crude being produced now was 
of the light variety demanded 
on the world market -- meaning 
that more and more of what 
Russia had left over demanded 
extra amounts of processing. 

Top government officials 
have spent years warning about 
too little money being invested 
in the development of untapped

reserves in far-flung regions of 
eastern Siberia. 

Oil companies have lobbied 
in favour of state policies that 
introduce tax breaks on firms 
that export from newly discov¬ 
ered locations and invest in ge¬ 
ological survey work. 

But the latest government 
findings show investment in 
new oil exploration declining 
by 40 percent and actual work 
going down nearly 50 percent. 

The ministry also noted that 
the work being done in new lo¬ 
cations was disappointing and 
discovering only small traces 
of oil.

LOS ANGELES, (AFP) - 
British music superstar Elton 
John has revealed that he and 
his partner have chosen pop 
diva Lady Gaga to be their 
baby boy's godmother, as he 


spoke of his joy at being a fa¬ 
ther. 

"Yes, yes she is," John told 
ABC's Babara Walters when 
she asked him if the out¬ 
landish singer was the god¬ 


mother of his son, Zachary 
Jackson Levon Fumish-John, 
in an interview. 

"When you get to the real 
person underneath, there's a 
very simple New York girl 
who loves her parents. I love 
her to death and a lot of peo¬ 
ple said, 'oh, you know, that's 
crazy,' but they don't know 
her and we do." 

Zachary was bom Decem¬ 
ber 25 to a surrogate for John, 
64, and his partner 48-year- 
old Canadian filmmaker 
David Furnish, and the couple 
told ABC of their delight in 
having a son, and their deter¬ 
mination not to spoil him. 

"I knew I'd feel joy but it 
was the most relaxing thing 
that's ever happened to me," 
John said. 

"We change him, we bath 
him, we feed him and we read 
him a story every night," said 
John of the couple's routine. 



"And we take him to lunch." 

But the millionaire singer 
said he was determined his 
four-month-old would learn 
about values, even though he 
was being brought up in the 
lap of luxury. 

"The worst thing you can 
do to a child, and I've seen it 
happen so many times, is the 
silver spoon," John said. 
"Being the child of a famous 
person is very difficult and 
we're very well aware of the 
pitfalls of that." 

Furnish, who married John 
in 2005 after 12 years to¬ 
gether, agreed. "Our life 
might be very luxurious, but 
it's all come from hard work," 
he said. 

"Both Elton and I have 
sort of earned everything 


we've done in our careers and 
furthered our educations 
through our own drive and 
our own ambitions and we 
want Zachary to be exactly 
the same sort of way." 

Elton John has sold more 
than 250 million records in a 
career spanning four decades 
and the singer-songwriter was 
inducted into the Rock and 
Roll Hall of Fame in 1994. 

It was confirmed that John 
and Furnish will attend the 
wedding next Friday of 
Prince William and Kate 
Middleton in Westminster 
Abbey. 

John sang the hit "Candle 
in the Wind" at the funeral of 
William's mother Princess 
Diana in the abbey after her 
death in a car crash in Paris.

Wounded Barcelona 
braced for latest Real 
duel

MADRID, Spain (AFP) - 
With the Kings Cup final loss 
fresh in their minds, Barcelona 
are out for revenge when they 
face bitter rivals Real Madrid 
in today’s eagerly-anticipated 
Champions League semi-first 
leg at the Santiago Bemabeu. 

It is the third meeting be¬ 
tween the two Spanish power¬ 
houses in just 12 days and 
Barcelona hope to continue 
their impressive recent record 
at the Bemabeu as they look to 
bounce back from the 1-0 
Kings Cup extra-time final de¬ 
feat to Real five days ago. 

It was Jose Mourinho’s first 
trophy as Madrid manager and 
now the Portuguese coach has 
his eye on delivering a 10th 
European Cup to Madrid as he 
bids to become the first coach 
to win the Champions League 
with three different clubs. 

Mourinho was humiliated 
5-0 by Barcelona in the league 
back in November, but Real are 
now on the up with a 1-1 
league home draw against 
Barca followed by the Cup 
win. 

"We can take them on over 
two games; we have just done 
that," said Mourinho. "There is 
no reason we can't beat them in 
the Champions League because 
we have just drawn once 
against them and then beaten 
them." 

History is on Madrid's side 
with Real getting the better of 
Barcelona in their two previous 


semi-final meetings in the 1960 
European Cup and most re¬ 
cently the last four of the 2002 
Champions League with 
Madrid going on to be crowned 
champions on both occasions. 

Barcelona have reached the 
Champions League semi-finals 
for four successive seasons and 
coach Pep Guardiola will hope 
to fare better than last season 
when he was outfoxed by 
Mourinho's Inter Milan side at 
this stage. 

Barcelona defeated Osasuna 
2-0 on Saturday to maintain 
their eight-point gap over Real 
and stay on course for their 
third consecutive La Liga title. 

But Guardiola admitted his 
side were feeling the effects of 
a long season. 

"We won't be going to 
Madrid in the best physical 
shape, but we'll go there with a 
lot of enthusiasm and we have 
a lot of belief in ourselves," 
said Guardiola. 

"We accept that Madrid 
may be favourites, but we will 
go to the Bemabeu to attack, 
score goals and try to win the 
game." 

Lionel Messi notched his 
50th goal of the season in the 
Osasuna win and has scored on 
each of his last three visits to 
the Bemabeu with Barcelona 
boasting two wins and a draw 
from their last three trips to the 
capital. 

The form of Messi and 
David Villa's goal at the week¬ 


end, ending an 11-game 
drought in all competitions, is 
a boon for Barca but an injury 
to Brazilian Adriano is their lat¬ 
est defensive concern. 

Full back Adriano could 
miss the rest of the season with 
a thigh injury so Guardiola is 
stretched at the back with cap¬ 
tain Carles Puyol stmggling 
with muscular problems and 
Frenchman Eric Abidal recov¬ 
ering from surgery on a liver 
tumour. 

Real are having more luck 
with Argentine forward Gon- 
zalo Higuain and Brazilian 
playmaker Kaka back to their 
best after long lay-offs. 

Higuain scored a hat-trick 
and Kaka grabbed a brace in 
Real's 6-3 win at Valencia on 
Saturday to throw their hats 
into the ring for a starting place 
against Barca. 

"He (Kaka) had a fantastic 
game in a position I like a lot," 
said Mourinho. "It is fantastic 
for his confidence." 

Mourinho rested key play¬ 
ers such as Pepe, Marcelo, 
Xabi Alonso and Cristiano 
Ronaldo, who scored the win¬ 
ner in the Cup final, but will be 
handicapped by the absence of 
experienced centre-back Ri¬ 
cardo Carvalho through sus¬ 
pension. 

German midfielder Sami 
Khedira is also out with a mus¬ 
cular injury so Frenchman Lass 
Diarra is set to deputise. 


India removes 
scandal-hit Kalmadi 
as Olympic head 



NEW DELHI (AFP) - The 
Indian Olympic Association 
removed the organiser of the 
scandal-hit Delhi Common¬ 
wealth Games as its presi¬ 
dent on Tuesday, hours after 
a court ordered him held in 
custody on graft charges. 

Suresh Kalmadi, known 
for his powerful political 
and sporting connections, is 
in police custody over his 
role in awarding a $31 mil¬ 
lion contract for timekeep¬ 
ing equipment for the 
Commonwealth Games to a 
Swiss firm. 

The Indian Olympic As¬ 
sociation's senior vice-pres¬ 
ident Vijay Kumar Malhotra 
was named acting president 
in place of Kalmadi, who 
headed the organisation for 
15 years. 

"The senior vice presi¬ 
dent automatically takes 
over the duties when the 
president is not there," Mal¬ 
hotra told AFP. "In the event 
of a prolonged absence... the 
senior vice president eventu¬ 
ally assumes charge." 

India is considering bid¬ 
ding to host the 2020 Sum¬ 
mer Olympics. 


The move to replace 
Kalmadi came after a judge 
said the ruling Congress 
party lawmaker should be 
held in police custody for 
eight days for questioning. 

Kalmadi, arrested on 
Monday by the federal Cen¬ 
tral Bureau of Investigation, 
is accused of "wrongfully 
restricting and eliminating 
competition" from other 
would-be Games suppliers 
of timekeeping equipment. 

Police allege the time¬ 
keeping contract was in¬ 
flated by some $21 million. 

The Games were meant 
to showcase India's status as 
an emerging global power, 
but the sporting headlines 
were stolen by venue delays, 
shoddy construction and 
budget overruns in which 
the event's cost tripled to at 
least $6 billion. 

As Kalmadi, a target of 
popular scorn as the face of 
the Games organisational fi¬ 
asco, which embarrassed 
India on the world stage, en¬ 
tered the court a protester 
hurled a slipper at him. 

Kalmadi, 66, appeared 
unconcerned by the attack as 
police detained the man, 
identified by local media as 
a lawyer upset about India's 
rampant corruption. 

India's anti-corruption 
watchdog, the Central Vigi¬ 
lance Commission, received 
complaints alleging up to 
$1.8 billion of Games 
money was misused.

Goaltender Antti Niemi 
made 26 saves for the 
Sharks and Jonathan Quick 
stopped 31 shots for the 
Kings. 


James, Bryant and co. head for court in cash row 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Le- 
Bron James, Kobe Bryant 
and the NBA's other players 
from all-stars to also-rans are 
reportedly already in position 
to follow their American 
football counterparts and de¬ 
certify as a union. 

Citing unnamed sources, 
CBS Sports reported on its 
website Tuesday that the Na¬ 
tional Basketball Players As¬ 
sociation (NBPA) has 
collected enough signatures 
to fold and press a court case 
for a new collective bargain¬ 
ing agreement. 

The NFL players union 
decertified and star players 
filed an anti-trust suit in 
March. NFL club owners re¬ 
sponded by imposing a lock¬ 
out that was ordered to end 


by a judge on Monday, al¬ 
though the NFL is appealing 
that decision. 

The NBA's union agree¬ 
ment with players expires 
June 30, about two weeks 
after the conclusion of this 
year's NBA Finals. NBA club 
owners could lock out play¬ 
ers after that date as NFL 
owners did their players. 

With the next NBA season 
to start around November 1, 
US basketball stars could 
find themselves using legal 
tactics similar to the gridiron 
stars, especially since the rul¬ 
ing against the lockout and an 
earlier one against the NFL 
over taking money now from 
TV networks for future tele¬ 
casts shows the courts might 
offer them an edge in talks. 


"What it does is put pres¬ 
sure on us to sit down and 
settle this," NBPA executive 
director Billy Hunter told 
Sports Illustrated. "We just 
want a fair deal." 

NBA commissioner David 
Stem said two weeks ago that 
he intends to give the NBPA 
a revised proposal soon with 


hopes of avoiding taking the 
NBA labor fight to court. 

NBA owners want a simi¬ 
lar style of salary cap to the 
NFL with fewer exceptions 
as well as shorter guaranteed 
contracts. NBA players want 
to keep the current soft cap 
and luxury tax system similar 
to Major League Baseball.

Iker, which correctly predicted 
the result of the last two "clas- 
sicos” between Real Madrid 
and Barcelona, has foreseen 
Real will reach the final of the 
Champions League. 

Iker predicted Real would 
reach the final at London's 
Wembley arena on May 28 
by choosing to eat a sardine 
from a glass cylinder deco¬ 
rated with the club's badge 
instead of one from a cylinder 
with Barcelona's badge on 
Tuesday at the Sea Life 
Aquarium in the southern 
city of Benalmadena. 

The 16-kilo (35-pound) 


octupus, named after Real 
keeper Iker Casillas, has al¬ 
ready predicted Real's 1-1 
draw against Barcelona in La 
Liga on April 16 and the 
club's 1-0 win over the Cata¬ 
lan club in the King's Cup 
final four days later. 

The two sides will face 
each other in the first leg of 
the Champions League semi¬ 
final at Real's Bernabeu sta¬ 
dium on Wednesday. The 
second leg will take place at 
Barcelona's Camp Nou sta¬ 
dium on May 3. 

Whichever Spanish team 
makes it to the final will face 
either Manchester United or 
Schalke 04.

Players told no workouts despite lockouts end 


MINNEAPOLIS (AFP) - 
NFL players returned to their 
team facilities on Tuesday 
after a court order ended a 
lockout imposed by club own¬ 
ers, but found they were un¬ 
able to work out or exercise. 

One day after US District 
Judge Susan Richard Nelson 
ordered the 45-day lockout im¬ 


posed by owners to be stopped, 
players reported to find they 
would not be allowed to do 
anything more that collect mail 
and visit lockers. 

"We do not believe it is 
appropriate for football activ¬ 
ities to take place until there 
are further rulings from the 
court," NFL spokesman Greg 


Aiello said in a statement. 

Awkward scenes played 
out in part because many 
NFL players have workout 
bonus clauses written into 
their NFL contracts and not 
showing up, even to be 
turned away without being 
able to exercise, might cost 
them money.
